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Claims 

1. Sheet-form makeup material composition, characterized by 
the fact that it comprises a water-soluble nonwoven fabric or 
woven fabric. 

2. Sheet-form makeup material composition in accordance with 
Claim 1, wherein the water-soluble nonwoven fabric or woven 
fabric is a nonwoven fabric or woven fabric made of polyvinyl 
alcohol. 

3. Sheet-form makeup material composition in accordance with 
Claim 1 or 2 wherein one, two, or more kinds selected from the 
following are additionally contained: a moisture-retaining 
agent, whitening agent, ultraviolet-ray preventing agent, 

lean- figure- forming agent, blood-circulation-promoting agent, 
anti-inflammation agent, astringent, wrinkle-preventing or 
wrinkle-correcting agent, cool-feeling agent and warm-feeling 
agent. 

4. Sheet-form makeup material composition in accordance with 
one of Claims 1-3, wherein a surface active agent is additionally 
contained. 



5. Sheet-form makeup material composition in accordance with 
one of Claims 1-3, which is used by being formed as a paste onto 
wet skin, then washed off. 

6. Sheet-form makeup material composition in accordance with 
one of Claims 1-3, which is used by being applied as a paste to 
wet skin, then peeled off after drying.
